SHENANDOAH IS WRECKED IN 


STORM AND140FCREWKILLED 


Giant Navy Dirigible Breaks Into 
Four Pieces and is Scattered fl- 


yer Area of 10 Miles 


KEEL FIRST TO BREAK OFF 


Then Airship Careens in Storm, Be- 


yond Control, and Tosses Men 


From Cabins Beneath Bag 


COMMANDER AMONG THE DEAD 


Two Members of Crew Injured And 


Three Unaccounted For—Air Mis- 


hap Near Cambridge, 0. 


Cambridge, Ohio, Sept. :•!-IU.B-- 


Whirled through spare, twisted niui 
tossed by the winds until she broke 
into ..pieces, the giant navy dirigible 
Shenandoah hurled 14 of her crew 
to their deaths early today near Ava 
Ohio, and then fell, a total wreck. 


< lominaiider Xachary

• perished /with his ship.

Ill-addition to'the 14 dead, - are 


injured and three of tlie crew sire 
iinaccoiinted for. The remainder oi' 
the crew is sale. 


Members of the crew were scat- 


tered over an area of ten miles as 
the giant air ship -whirled and twist- 
ed in the air, tossing them from the 
cabins swung beneath the gas bag. 


Those who witnessed the disaster 


from 
the 
ground 
described 
the 


Shenandoah spinning like a giant 
'•revolving door" until she 
linally 


broke in two. 


The ilirigible linally reached 
the 


ground in four pieces—scattered o- 
\erfen miles. First the heel broke off 
ami fell, one part directly tf> earth in 
a farmers" barnyard and the other 
ten miles away—carrying eight of 
1he ere-.v to the ground with it, 1111- 


~iuj«red.- 


AVithout the keel, the.airship car- 


eened in the storm beyond all eon- 
trol. Then a seam opened and the 
bag broke apart, the forward half 
dropping to earth, nose first and the 
stern drifting miles away as it was; 
also lost to sight.

her spin and twist and plunge

the gale as if 
angry, vented .its 


whims upon the ship tossing it as 
if it were a toy.

THE IM DIRIGIBLE 


Shenandoah Passed Over Southern 


Part of County Oct. 25, 1924 on 


Trip From West Coast 


MANY PLANNED TO SEE IT 


The giant dirigible 
Sbciiandoah, 


passed over IJiish i-ounly oh Satur- 
day, October 25, last year, when it 
was returning from a trip lo the 
west coast. The dirigible was seen 
by many Rushville and Rusli <-oun- 
1y people, as it entered the county 
in Orange township, sailing north- 
east and came south of Rushville, 
between here and New.Salem. 


It was visible from Rushville at 


that time. It. also passed between 
Orange and Glenwood. ill the north- 
easterly flig-ht, and went north of 
Connersville, enroute to Dayton. 


Today when \vord was received 


concerning the disaster, many peo- 
ple became confused and were pre- 
paring lo drive their machines to 
Cambridge City, as the message of 
the disaster was broadcast 
from 


Cambridge, Ohio. Many persons tai- 
led the office of the Daily Republi- 
can to verify the report, and saved 
themselves a trip. 


If the dirigible had not met with 


the mishap, the national road would 
have been the mecca for many Rnsh- 
ville people who had planned to go 
to northern Rush county before noon 
today and witness it pass.

Feet When Twister Hit Ship 


Cambridge, Ohio, Sept. 3— 


Commander Rosenthal, ranking 
survivor of 
the Shenandoah 


disaster today told the Unit- 
ed Press how the giant ship 
fell in wreckage in 
the, storm 


near Ava, Ohio. 


'••I had just come on watch," 


he told 
the 
United Press. 


"There was a heavy electrical 
storm in progress. The ship 
was making no . headway. It 
had flown about ninety miles 
out of her port. We were head- 
ing to the jiorth when the 
twister hit. us. 


" We were flying at an alti- 


tude of 2500 feet. 
I 
should 


say the tiwister shot us up 
a'bout 7000 feet.. The ship made 
two violent plunges, and broke 
near the middle. The forward 
end shot up into the air like an 
airplane soaring 
from 
the 


ground. The control cabin 
in 


which all passengers and offic- 
ers" were, was on tfie forward 
end. TJie strutcs supporting the 
cabins snapped. 
The 
cabin 


dropped to the ground like a 
hunt of lead." 


At this point, Rosenthall,' 


whose home is in Texas, was 
interferred with by .members 
of the crew, and ended the in- 
terview.

the ship broke in two and

Walker Advisory Board Cuts 'Rate 


Five Cents and Union is Reduced 


One Cent 


Seven township tax rates 
for 


1926, made this week by the 
ad- 


vistory boards, hare been filed in 
the county auditor's office, and five 
of them show slight increases and 
two of them decreases. 


Union and Walker townships, of 


the seven reported, lowered" their 
rates for next year. Walker's will be 
90 cents, a cut of five cents, and Un- 
ion's will be 88 cents, a reduction of 
one cent.

- . Center township's rater swaBl: Jfc 
creased from 57 to 62 cents. The 
principal raise. was in the special 
school fund,'amounting to ten cents, 
and other levies'were lowered. 


Rushville' township's 
rate 


advanced one cent, from 62 to 63 
cents. 


Jackson township's rate* was 


raised from 86 to 88 cents, the prin- 
cipal increase being on the road tax. 


Noble township's rate went up 


three cents—from 82 to 85 cents. 


Orange township's levy advanced 


eleven cents, the largest of any 'of 
the increases. The special school 
tax alone was raised nine cents. 


The Rushville library board has 


fixed a levy of three cents, the same 
as this year, to. be assessed on the 
taxable property of Rnshville city.

"I like to refer to the Guard as 


the'peace and war service," Admir- 
al Billard said. "It is a real part in 
our national defense, but • is ;'alsp 
charged with' a larged number oi im'-' 
portant peace time duties, most of 
which are essentially humanitarian 
in their character. 


"Many persons now read about 


the Coast Guard in connection'with 
enforcement of the 18th amendment 
with little knowledge of its history 
or long established, functions. It is 
one of the oldest organizations un- 
der the Federal Government." 


Created under an act of the First 


Congress, the Guard was approved 
by George . Washington 
in 1790. 


When the revolutionary war 
was 


won the Continental Navy disband- 
ed and the Coast Guard formed the 
only defense of the young Republic 
afloat until a Navy was organized 
& few years later.
